OmoAoo, May 27.— One of the great- 


est disasters of recent years over- 
whelmed the city of St. Louis tonight 
in the shape of a cyclone which began 
shortly after 5 o'clock, and for thirty 
minutes tore in its awful way through 
the city with a velocity of over eighty 
mileB an hour. Although reports from 
there are very meager, on account of 
the almost total destruction ol the tele- 
graph wires, it Beems certain the num- 
ber ol dead and wounded will amount 
to fully 1000, and the damage done to 
millions ol dollars. The city hospital 
which fortunately survived the Btorni, 
is filled to overflowing with mangled 
men and children, and the morgue, in 
two hours alter the end of the storm, 
was so full of corpses that it was neces- 
sary to provide other quarters for the re- 
ception of the dead. 


In addition to those who were killed 


in their houses and in the streets, hun- 
dreds ol dead are beneath the waters ol 
the MisBiSBippi river. Of all the steam- 
ers on the levee when the storm broke 
but one Is now afloat. All tho others 
have gone down, iu many instances 
every soul on board being lost, and in 
others not over two or three being able 
to reach a place of anlety. Among the

AT TUB ST. LOUIS BACK TRACK 


Alter sending this brief dispatch the 


telegraph wire failed. One of the worst 
features of the disaster is thought to 
have taken place at the race track at St. 
Louis, where the races were in full 
swing and the grandstand wascrowded. 


Returns from the St. Lonia races are 


received at the track at Lakeside, Ind., 
and a lew minutes after 5 o'clock the 
operator sending the report ol the races 
stopped his work long enough to re- 
mark: "There goes the grand stand," 
and then his wire collapsed and nothing 
more was heard from him. 
In a lew eeconds the same message 


was reported from Lexington, Ky., with 
the additional information that fully 160 
people' were dead. This information 
wafl subsequently corroborated by the 
operator ol the Wabash road at Decatur 
Who said that in his second message re- 
ceived from East St. Louis it was de- 
clared the grand stand at the races was 
down and that fully 160 people were 
buried in the ruins. 
A few minutes after 5 o clock the op- 


erator ol the Associated Press at St. 
Louis, who was in the act ol taking the 
usual report, sent word that it was 
growing very dark and asked lor a min- 
ute's delay that he might provide him- 
self with a light. In a second more the 
wire snapped and it was impossible to 
get any furthr information from him.

The local weather officials in this city 


were unable to give any connection re- 
garding the storm, as they wore in- 
formed early in the evening by the 
Western Union that it would not be 
able to Bend the usual weather bnlletmB 
from St. Louis. It was said, however, 
at the local office that the conditions 
had been all day favorable lor severe 
storms all through SIis===ri and South- 
ern Illinois. It is thought the storm 
swept over St. Louis from the north- 
west to the southeast, as It Is considered 
probable the storm which was reported

LOSS OF LIFE ON THE RIVER. 


Steamers Blown Bottom Side Up 


and Passengers Drowned. 


ST. Louis, May 27.—At the time the 
torm Btruck the town and created Bnch 
avoc the accompanying noise was ter- 
ilylog. People were picked up in the 
treets and dashed to the ground or 
against buildings as though they had 
been the merest straw. Three fire 
alarms were Bent in from the poor 
house, which has 1200 Inmates. The 
roof ol that structure wa. blown off, 
and it is feared that the number of fa- 
talities there is great.

reported that the magnificent steamer 
Grand Republic was sunk with all on 
board. A steamer with thirty passen- 
gers on board, bound np the river from 
'eoria, was blown bottom side up. 


The Bteamer Conger waa blown nearly 


across the river, and sank at a point op-

The Bteamer Dauphin, a pleaBUie boat 
con tainlngtwentywomen passengers and 
a crew of six men on board, was blown 
against the middle pier ol the Eade 
bridge and broken in two. In some 
miraculous manner the women and two 
ol the crew managed to cling to the 
stonework ol the pier, and were after- 
wards rescued. 
The Bteamer Libbie Conger, of the 
Diamond Joe line, with Captain Seaman, 
his wife and a crew of six men, waB 
sunk in the middle of the river.

and on tho east side ol the river, the 
number drowned in the Mississippi 
will aggregate hundreds.

THE ASSASSIN MAKES HIS ESCAPE 


Colonel McGHncy, Wife, Daughter, 


Son auil Two Servants Batch- 


ei-al in Cold Blood. 


SAJ JOSE, May 27.—The most terrible 


crime iu the history of Santa Clara 
county was enacted last night shortly 
alter 12 o'clock, resulting in the wiping 
out of the entire family of Colonel B. P. 
McGlmcy, one of the most prominent 
residents of Campbell diitrict, tlx miles 
southwest of San Jose. 


Colonel McGllncy, Mrs. McQlincy, 


her son and daughter, Minnie Sbeslera, 
servant, and Bobert Brisco, the hired, 
man, were victims in the terrible trag- 
edy, enacted by the Bon-in-law of Me- 
Olincy, JameB Dunham. The only sur- 
vivor of the family is Dunham's baby, 
who was lound Bleeping peacefully by 
the Bide ol itB dead mother. George 
Schaeble, another hired man, barely es- 
caped the fate ol the others. 


The scene ol the murder is the Mc- 


GHncy home, one mile south ol Camp- 
bell station. 
The only witnesses are Schaeble, who 


viewed the killing ol McQlincy bom the 
barn, and a young neighbor named 
ROBS, who flaw what occurred Irom be- 
hind tho barn. 
The colonel, his eon and Brisco were 


in town last night and did not return 
until late. Dunham, wife and baby and 
Mrs. MoGlincy were at home. 
The mania to destroy mnst have 


seized Dunham early in the evening lor 
the lact that the bodies ol the women 
were cold when found. It iB Burmieed 
that they must have been killed an hour 
or two before the return oi the men. 


Dunham employed various methods ol 


killing his wife, with whom he had ap- 
parently lived happily. The unfortu- 
nate woman was strangled, as clothes 
were found to have been crowded down

open with an axe and clothes were 
stuffed in her throat.

try. He haa no other public record 
upon which to base his fitness to be the 
chief eiecntife of the greatest republic 
in the world. In the opinion of tbiB 
paper that record does not recommend 
him for the presidency ;of the United 
States, bat to the contrary that, in BO 
far aB it goes, it indicates his unfitneBB 
for that or any similar responsibility.

Tonight the free silver faction are in 
eestuey of delight over the victory. 


The convention was held in Muaic 


hall nt the exposition building, and over 
5000 spHCtators wore in attendance. It 
was not as large a crowd as the leaders 
had expected, but there were enough 
people to till the big hall, and what they 
lacked in numbers they made up in en- 
thusiasm. 


The ti«tit tomorrow will be over tho 


platform. The free silver crowd is de- 
termined to carry through a broad- 
gauge platform, while the opposition ia 
quite aa determiuod it elmll be a single 
issue platform, declaring for probibi- 
bition alone. Each faction claims a
